S.O. 2915. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Finance 
Commission (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1951 (33 of 1951), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following rules to amend the Finance Commission 
(Salaries and Allowances) Rules, 1951, issued In the Government of India Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) notification No. 10003-BII/51 dated 
the 3rd November, 1951, namely: — 

1. These rules may be colled the Finance Commission (Salaries and Allowances) 
Amendment Rules, i960. 

2. In the Finance Commission (Salaries and Allowances) Rules, 1951—• 

(1) Sub-rules (2) and (3) of rule 3 shall be re-numbered as sub-rules (3) 

and (4) respectively thereof, and before sub-rule (3) as so re-number- 
ed, the following sub-rule shall be Inserted, namely: — 

"(2) A person, being a retired High Court Judge, appointed to render 
whole-time service as a member of the Commission shall draw a 
salary of Rs. 2,000/- per mensem plus pension of which he may be in 
receipt at the time of his appointment including pensionary equi¬ 
valent of any other form of retirement benefit or Rs. 3,000/- per 
mensem less the pension including the pensionary equivalent of 
any other form of retirement benefit drawn by "him, whichever is 
higher. He shall. In addition/ draw travelling allowance Including 
dally allowance for journeys performed by him as a member of 
the Commission at the rates admissible to a Government servant of 
the First Grade. He shall not be eligible to draw any compensa¬ 
tory or house rent allowance.”; 

(2) in sub-rule (3) as so re-numbered, after the words ‘‘not being a Gov¬ 

ernment servant”, the words ‘‘or a retired High Court Judge” shall 
be inserted.
